We take the following extmacts from the
letters in the New York Tridune giving an
account of the Ban Domingo expedition, in
addition to what we published yesterday: —

THE VOYAGE—THE ARRIVAL AT SAMANA BAY—
THE DAY AND ITS BURROUNDINGS,

Writing in the Bay of Samans, on Jauwary
27, the 1ribune correspondent says: —

We bad oharming weather for the firat
two days out—cold, indeed, but briﬁht and
clear, with fresh and favoring winds, aud
every prospect of a pleasant voyage. But
toward evening of the second day, in the
rough latitude of Hatteras, our troubles
began, and from that time until we mneared
our destination we experienced abundant dis-
comfort and many stormy seas, though with-
out any specially severe test of the aeagoinﬁ
gnalities of the frigate. Using generally bot
steam and sails, we have made a mode-
rately quick passage: but the beha-
vior of the vessel under steam is far
from satisfactory, and the machinery is found
to be full of serions defeots. As a sailer,
however, the ship is pronounced faultless,
We had been out of sight of land six days and
a half, when on the morning of the 24th we
heard from the look-out in the wmaintop the
welcome ery of “*Land ho!” and the passen-
Eam rushed upsn deck. Thick clouds hung

eavily over a dark line about two points |
hardly discernible |

off our starboard bow,
at first; but a8 we came nearer we
gradually traced the outline of the
monntain range which stretched westward to
the mainland from CUape Cabron at the ex.
tremity of the peninsula of Bamana, Behind
this mountain barrier and opening to the
east lies the bay to which we were bound.
The morning was the hottest we had yot felt,
A burning sun blistered the deck. The brass-
work of the frigate glowed like fire, and the
,waters glittered like burnished metal nnder
the blazing heavens, There was hardly a
breath ef air, and as we steamed through the
calm sea the sails hung useless from the yards,

Long before noon the whole country around
the mouth of the bay was distinctly visible
in outline, There were the hills rising nb-
ruptly close to the shore, the palisade-like
rocks almost surrounding the peninsula, the
irregular and pioturesque profile of the range
stretching back as far as the eye could reach.
We could discover no table-land; we saw no
beach; and at first thers was no sign of life
except in the waters, fromn which a flying-
fish darted now and then; nor
there much appearance of vegetation,
It was not until we had ronaded Cape Cabron
and entered the mouth of the bay that the
dingy aspect of the landscape changed, and
we realized something of that tropical luxu-
riance and freshuess upon which travellers
have loved to dilate. In the distance, wa
soon descried, peeping above the horizon, the
roofs of Santa Barbara de Samana, and little
by little the whole scene broke upon us in its
delicious beanty. One by one appeared the
spreading tops of the palms. The brown hue
of the hills changed to the most brilliant
shedes of green, their sides showed here and
there a little patch of farm-land shut in
by waving forest, and over all the conntry was
a mantle of that soft, beautiful verdure which
we never see at home except after the showers
of early summer. We conld appreciate now
the raptore with which Columbus (and we
were sailing—go they say—in the very track
of the discoverar) painted the beauties of this
island paradise, Close to the shore, in a little
gully through which & stream of water ran
singing to the sea, stood a hut, with round
thatched roof and a single window
looking out mnpon the ocoan. Waving

alms shaded it in front and rear; blooming

ills sheltered it from the winds, and close
by was a hugeragged rock against which the
lazy surf beat perpetual music, This parfeot

jcture was succeeded by views of larger
Eounes, with patoches of cleared land and
groves of vocoanuts and bananas. There was
n little settlement whose borders reached to
the shore, green and fertile to the very edge
of the sea, while the palms drooped their
broad leaves tippoed with golden yellow above
the houses, and in the back-gronnd foreats of
the most beantiful and varied foliage stretehad
away farther than the eye counld reach. On
shipboard the heat was excessive: but on
shore everything looked deliciously cool aud
fresh,

Through such scenes we moved along nuntil
at 2 o'clock in the afternoon of the 24th we
dropped anchor in the outer harbor of Sa-
mapa, sbout two miles from the village.
Over the property leased by the United States
floated the American flag, and, to our delight,
we found in the harbor the United States
steamer Nantasket, Captain MoCook. A boat
from the Nantasket soon boarded us, and
some time was passed in pleasant conversa-
tion over the news from bome and from the
fleet. Latsr in the day the commissioners
landed for a visit to the loeal suthorities,
and these latter distinguished officials has-
tened to return the compliment. It was not
until the morning of the 25th that the rest of
the party went ashore,

HOENES AT BAMANA,

After giving the description of the town,
already published by us, the correspondent
continues; —

We pushed our way through the lazy, grin-
ning, good-natured crowd, and made an in-
spection of the public buildings of Sawava,
It did not take us long, for there are none at
all except two ehurches and a calaboose—and,
gerhnpu, 1 shonld sdd a oouple of school-

ouses. The Catholic church is & rude atruc-
ture, much larger than the inhabitants seem
to require, and full of the oddest
images dressed in quaint, not to say
grotesque, habiliments, \'ie tried to con-
verse with the priest, but he spoke none
of the three languages at the command of our
Y, B0 we gave it up, We afterwards
earned that he was an Italian. A Methodist
churoh is huildm%o:mtler the maapices of the
English Mission jety, and the British
is displayed on the unfinished edifies as well
as on the residence of the minister. "The
Rev. Joseph James is a colored man of ordi.
nary intelligence, and has a congregation in-
cluding about three hundred communicauts,
mostly descendants of the celored colony
sent here from Philedelphia in 1821, They
bave placed themselves under the Bri.
tish flag a8 a protection in euss of dis-
turbance. In the schools the text-books are
all in the English language, aud pablished in
Philadelphia, One of the teachers upon
whom we called is & quadroon from Philadel-
phia. He was s partisan of Ralnave in Hay'i,
and eame bere from the other end of the
island; but he declares that he wounld not
stay & month if he were not sure of annexa.
tion. The better to disouss this subjeot with
us he dismissed his eight or ten scholars,
among whom were two full.grown, good-
looking girls, as black as the ace of clubs.

We found mno prisoners in the calaboose —

i aspoct of the guard was worthy of
the hig admirstion, It was a military
guard, detailed, 1 believe, from the standing
army of the republic, The troops were bare-
foot and half clad. Their arms were wva-
rioua, Some had knives two feet long,
with & blade from two to six inches
in width. Nome had swords, of all
wanner of odd patterns. At least one oar-
ried a musket without a lock. Abonta dozen
of these troops lolled in the dirty guard-
house, eating banamas, drinking ococoanut
milk, and smoking dirty pipes. The ocala-
boose consists of ome room, amply ven-
tilated, though it has neither door nor
windows, There is wneither dark cell nor
gallows, but a fine set of mahogany stocks,
There is no tavern, or hotal, or ot place
of accommodation for strangers, and so far
as 1 have bean able to learn there are not
more than two or three bedsteads on the
whole Peninsnla. Those who have no ham-
mocks sleep on rnde bamboo f{rames, or on
| improvised pallets of leaves and bark. It is
a ourious festure of Samana life that almost
| everybody keeps a shop. Of the 80 hoases
in the place, more than half are in some way
_ devuws to trade, How 40 shop-kespera can
be maintained in n village of B0 houses is a
problem in political economy that I shall not
attempt to melve, but so it is, All that I
| have seen soll liquor, and besides this staple
| of commerce one can buy common calicoes,
groceries, tobaocco, vegetables, and fruit,

BRYS: —

The price of labor—snch as the labor may
be—is 1 or £1'25 in United States coin.
But this standard of valne is entirely the pro-
duct of the annexation scheme, Before the
| excitement on the subject sprang up one
could bardly say that anything had a priece.
Labor was either borrowed and returned in
labor at some future time, or repaid in pro-
duce or store goods. There was no circu-
lating medinm, practically speaking. The
currency issued by Brez and his pre-
decessors can be bought by the bushel at
the value of waste paper. General Boynton
obtained for one googedollnr abont £1000 in
Heaytien and Dominican peper currency. He
bought a few copper coing, also, as cariosi-
ties, and the shopkeeper wrapped them up in
#20 bills of Santo Domingo. Another man
gnid he had possessed abont §15,000 in bills,
but he had used a good deal of it for wrap-
ping paper. BSo you see whatover else the
people may expect from the United States,
they evidently don't expect us to redeem their
paper money. The prices of fruits, vegeta-
bles, and all produets of the country are gov-
erned entirely by the market, and the mar-
ket depends entirely upon the ships.
When there sare no vessels in the har-
bor, the ocost of everything is merely
nominal, At such times speculators
buy up everything st low rates, for the
| people must gell their fruits or see them
[ 8puil on their hands, and as s8oon as a cargo

is collected, it is shipped to a northern port,
Thus, when the market is good, cocoanuts
sell bere for %£1°25 or 82 a hundred, bavanas
| for 50 cents a buneh, each bunch containing
| from 70 to 110, pive-apples for 5 ocents
| apiece, coffee for 20 cents & ponnd, swaet
[ potatoes for §1 a bushel, rice in the husk for
#3 a barrel. Wheat is not raised, and flour
sells for five cents a pound. Wheat bread,
| therefore, is comparatively rare, but when-
| ever you get it, you get it very good. The
| people generally live on franits and vege-
tables, The staples of their diet are plan-
tains, which are excellent fried, yaws,
| sweat potaloes, cocoanuts, pines, bananas,
cranges, tomatoes, eggplants, and sometimes
salt fish,

The better classes have meat about twice a
weel, cattle being raised in small numbers
on the high lands; but beef sells for eight or
ten cents a pound-—which is far boyond the
means of the poor—and besides it is hard to
keep in this climate. Everybody keeps poul-
try, and when there are ships in port
ohickens are worth 50 cents apiece and eggs
40 cents a dozen. But as soon as the last

| fully lavish In the use of their remasining
stock of beef and eggs.

Fruits are always in season, for they ripen
all the year round, Cultivetion, however, is
0 loose, and the popular ignorance of every-
thing like farming 18 so profound, that it is
impossible to ascertain how much of anything
is raiced or the average yield per acre. There
are plantations of bananas and cocoanuts, but
the plants are not generally set out systema-
tically; they are stuck into the ground any-
where. The frnits mnost abundant are the
orange, lemon, lime, cocoanut, cacao, hanana,

they bad all been relsased in honor |
of the United Btates—but the vigilant and

ine, alligator-pear, gnava, and tamarind.
f’ime-uppleﬁ are immensely large and rich.
Bome measure 10 inches in diameter, and
ose of the naval officers was recently pre-
sented with a pine weighing 27 pounds, All
| these fruits are found in practically unlimited
quantities, the production being ocheckad
‘ only by the diffioulty of tramrsportation,
Apples, peaches, blackberries, strawber-
ries, and watermelons flourish on the monn-
tains. Indian corn grows maguificently,
Three crops are reised on the same land every
year; two of these crops are each larger than
‘ an average crop in the States, besides being
of the best quality. Mountain rice is abun-
dant. Potatoes, yawms, plautains, cabbages,
beets, turnips, cucnmbers, lettuce, tomatoes,
egg-plants, pean, beans, and I know not how
many other eulinary vegetables are prodneed
in perfection. The Santo Dominge squashes
are the best squashes in the world.

The reports of the wvalue and variety of
timber on the island are probably not exag-
gerated. The kinds most used for comwer-
cial purposes are mahogany, logwood, lignum-
vite, iron-wood, and satin-wood, and these
are said by the botanists of the expedition,
as well as intelligent inhabitants with whom
I have talked, te be of great abundance and
large growth, The mahogany tree in this
pu% of the island is from 1 foot to G feet in
diameter; hgnumviti, 4 to ¢ inches; satin-
wood, 6 to 15 inches; logwood, ¢ to 18 inches;
iron-wood, 12 to 80 inches, The climate and
80il seem to be admirably suited to the sugar-
oane, but the proocesses of extracting the
juice are so bad that the crop is not as valu-
able a8 \t gught to be, The cane grows very
rich and hamdy, and I hear of a plantation
which bas been ranning forty years without
replanting, yol is gtill strong and healthy.
Ounce in five yeare the stubble was oot and the
land burnt over, but thy soil has never been

| THE CLIMATE OF SAMANA.
i On the all-important subject of the climate
|

of Sawmans, the Tribune correspondent says:
So much has been said sbout the danger of
the climate that I Lave made some very close

inquiries on thissubjeot, and I am convinoed
that Banto Domingo is as healthy as any of
our Southern Professor Newecomb,
who ia familiar with the t
char with the duty of reporting on the
health of the island, has ascertained from
various sources—the town authorities, the
ests and preachers, and others who would
¢ likely te have information on the sub-
ject—that the population of the peninsula is
about 3000, during the year ending
Iast month the deaths were seventeen, and the
births over 300, This is not a bad exhibit for
the Bamsana region at any rate, There is not
a dootor nor a drug store in the village, so we
conld not got medical testimony; bat I got the
next thing to it; I went, with one of my com-
Kﬁnionn, to the coffin-maker! You should
ave seen the expression, about equally com-
pounded of horror and delight, with whioch he
greeted us when we asked if he made coffias,
and the eagerness with which he inquired, *‘Do
you want one?”’ Wa replied that we were not
in want of such an article just then, and pro-
ceeded to mek him a few questions, He spoke
telerable English. He was the only person in
town who made coffing, and during the year
he had made only four! Of sonrse this is not
conclusive, for people who live without
clothes may very well be buried without cof-
fing; but I tell it a8 an incident, Dr. Newoomb
believes, and 1 think the commission will so
report, that white men and women may come
here at proper seasons of the year with eatire
safoty, and with entire safsty remain as resi-
dents of this portion of the island. What may
be the facts in other portions of the island
must be left to the future. Of course, as In
any ohange of olimate, extra care should
be taken for the first year or two. 'The
temperature is not subjoct to sndden varia-
tion, but, it is needless to say, it is rather
warm. Many of our party, however, are
now wearing the same clothes they wore in
Washington, Boston, and New York, aud in
these clothes bave indulged in such Iaboriond
exercise as climbing mountains and riding
bulls. Professor Blake has taken the tem-
perature as often as possible, and records it
as averafdng from 76 deg. to B0 deg. Fahren-
heit. Mr. Burr says that the thermometer
rarely in the hottest weather exceeds 00 deg.
The officers and crew of the Nantasket have
been in these waters for fifteen months, and
during that time have not lost a single man
by death. In the sun the heat seems very
great, but the shade is delightful, and the
breeze is continuous, The negroes say that
violent exercise in the middle of the day is
very unwholesome—but then they have a
rooted antipathy to violent exercise at all
hours,
THE ANNEXATION SENTIMENT.

On the subject of annexation the people of
Samana are enthusiastic and unanimons; but
their opinion, of course, should not be as-
sumed to be that of a majority of the island-
ors, It is the only salvation of this portion
of the republic, All the trade, the protec.
tion, the support of this little settlement
come from the United States. Talk to any
man you meet on the peninsula, and you will
hear about the same sentiments,

The people are in a constant state of inse-
curity, They bave no heart to raise crops,
for thoy may be destroyed, as they have been
a dozen times heretofore. There is no law,
do redrees for robbery, and depredations are
incessant. Many declare that they will not
stay here if the annexation scheme i de-
feated, for in that case the disorders will be
redoubled.

THE THSTTMONY TAKEN,

Wkile still at Samana, the correspondent
wrote, under date of January 31: —

The commission, in addition to visiting
Samana and its adjacent country in person,
had taken testimony from all the intelligent
inhabitants, in shorthand, and this testimony
will be incorporated in the commission's re-
port to the President. Among those ex-
amined werea General Jose Silvano Acosta,
Governor of the Provinee of Samana, Colonel
Eprique Abren, commandante of the wmilitary
forees in the village; Eugenio Garcia, the
alealdg, or judge; Benito Garcia, member of
the Council; two or three members of the
Junta, and several prominent merchants;
Captain Benjamin Burr, an extensive planter,
who has bad 1000 men under his exmploy; the
Rev. Joseph B. Hamilton, local Methodist
preacher and mahogany wmerchant, one or
iwo other preachers, a school teacher, aund
others whose opinions were thought to be of
any consequence,

and the, village. Both are lesses for & low
rent, in one case 112 per sonum, and
renewable at will in perpetunity, with
the clause added, ‘‘if there be no law to pre.
vent the same.” The alealde thought the
title a v doubtiul ome. All the other
grants to Americans are of small lots by the
municipality to resident traders, or for short
terms, as Mr. Barr, whose lease of his plan.
tation is for three years. His, howaver, is
leased from a private individual, who holds
under an ancient Spanish title.

the bay or vicinity have been made since the
treaty, and none to Americans at any time,
except those mentioned above. This sets at
rest all the scandal about American offisers
speculating in Bamana lots and lands while
lE:; weore negotiating a treaty.

The
trip from Samana was without special inte-
rest. The weather, oxcepling a stormy
night, was delightful, but for twelve or four-
teen hours provious to our arrival, the sea ran
high, slthough the wind was oalm and warm.
The ship, not generally given to rolling in
any ses, was unsteady, beocnase, ns
the sailors said, ‘‘the waves was all chopped
up,” and many who had escaped the deep
dmnnation of sea-sickness off Hatteras were
now sent below in pain and sorrow. The
Nantasket, which started with us from Sa-
mana, arrived an hour or two ahead of us,
and, as we sailed along towards the white
breakers we saw her reeling and struggling
as though she bore a restless spirit. The
Tennessee anchored about a mile from tha
city, Her coming had been looked for for
soveral days, for the party which came over.
land bad announced her speedy departure
from Samena. She had hardly lst go her
anchor before the American Consual, Dr,
Ames, came on board to pay his respects to
the commission, sed soon afterwards a com-
mittee was sent ashore to arrange the ceremo-
nies of reception,
GETTING EETTLED,

The whole of February 1 was consumed in
attempts to arrange for the proper dignity of
the presentation, and in providing quarters.
President Baez had set aside an unoccupied
Government house, a very spacions mansion
miscalled & palace,for the commission, and fur.
pished plain cots and an insufficienc™of bed-
clothes. This house, unoceupied and unpro-
ductive, was refused by the commission
through an innocent agent, althongh it was
specially proposed that the commission should
pay its own expenses, including mess, van-
dles, attendance, and everything, Afterwards
a house owned by Baoz was rented, and in it
the commission is safely lodged. Several un-
official persons accompanying the commission
were permitted to occupy the palace, nnd so
the whole party is accommodated withont re-
course to the one hotel of the city.

MATTERS IN GENERAL.
The Tribune correspondent closes hia let-

lers, nine columns in length and remarkably
graphic in style, with the following: —

The Baez Government denies emphatically
that any cession of lands, any lease, or any
advantages or specinl privileges whatever had
been granted to any person whetever in the
United States or elsewhere. From the best
information obtainable it appears that mines
are regulated mccording to the French laws,
which declare that private owners are owners
of the surface and what is below
the  surfaca, provided there  are
no mines, or at least until after
they obtain authorizatien from the Govern-
ment fersach mines, in advanos of denonnece-
ment, designation, ete., by others. There
are, therefore, Mr. Baez says, no reservations
in contradiction to the law in force. In
reply to the question as to the imprisonment
of individuals for political effenses, the Pre-
sident most emphatically says that no one
bas been imprisoned or banished for opinions
against annexation; that all who followed
Oabral January 31, 1867, did so of their own
free will, and that some few who have gone
since owe their forced absenes fo the fact that
they conspired agerinst the public safety in
favor of Cabral or Luperon. The debt of the
republic appears to be asstated in the Senate
by Mr. Morton and others, namely, one and a
half million dollars in gold, but the friends of
Baez say that, nunless great care is taken to
reject spurious claims, a much larger amounnt
will be required. It seems to be the desire
of the Baez administration to pay the debts
while the Government still has legislative

wer to admit or reject the accounts, accord-
ng as they are just or spurious, None of the
clergy, as it is stated, have thus far made any
protest against annexation., It was charged
in the Senate debate that Baez intended to
leave the country, This he emphatically
denies.

MAKING TEA,

The Chinaman puts his tea in a oup, pours
hot water upon it, and drinks the infusion off
the leaves; he never dreams of spoiling its
flavor with sugar or cream. The Japanese tri-
turates the leaves before putting them into
the pot. In Morocco they put green tea, alittle
teusy, and a great deal of engar into a tea-
]:ot, and fill up with boiling water, In Bok-
8ra every man oarries a small bag of tea
about bim, a certain quantity of which he
hands over to the booth-keeper he patronizes,
who concoets the beverage for him. The
Dokhariot finds it as difficnlt to pass a tea-
booth as our own dram-drinker does to go
by a gin.-palace. His breakfast beverage is
that is, tea flavorad
with milk, cream, or mutton fat in which
bread is soeked. During the daytime sugar.
less green tea is drupk with the accompani-
ment of cakesof flour and matton.snet, It
is considered an inexcusable breach of man-
ners to cool the hot cap of tea with the
breath; but the difficulty is overcome by
supporting the right elbow in the left hand
and giving a circular movement to the cup,
How long each kind of tea takes to draw is
calgulated to the second; and when the can
is emptied it is passed roand among the
company for each tea-drinker to take up as
many leaves as oan be held between the
thumh and finger, the leaves being esteemed
an especial dainty,

When Mr. Bell was travelling in Asiatic
Russie he had to claim the hospitality of the
Buratsky Arabs, The mistress of the tent,
plaving a large keltle on the fire, wiped it
corefully with a horse's tail, filled it with
water, and threw in some coarse tea and a
little salt. 'When this was near boiling-
oint, she tossed the tea about with a brass
adle until the liquor beecame very brown, and
then it was poured off into another vessel.
Clesning the kettle as before, the woman
set it again on the fire, in order to frya
paste of meal and fresh butter. Upou this
the tea and some thick eream were thea
poured, the ladle put into requisition, and,
after a time, the whole taken off the fire and
st aside to cool. Half-pint weeden mugs
were handed round, and the tes ladled into
them, a tea forming meat and drink, sad
satisfying both hunger and thirst. However
